GAVE SCHMIDTZ THE MONEY 


Rueff Declares He and the Mayor 
Shared in Restaurant Graft. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 12—When 
the trial of Mayor Schmitz was re- 
sumed today with Abraham Rueff on 
the stand, the court over-ruled the 
objection of the defence to the ques- 
tion that was pending when court 
adjourned yesterday. The question 
was; ‘Did you, in January, 1905, in 
the house at 2849 Fillmore street,give 
this defendant, Eugene Schmitz, $2,- 
600 in currency?” Rueff replied in the 
affirmative. 

Rueff said he told the mayor it was 
his (Schmitz) share of the $5,000 that 
had been received from the French 
restaurants. Rueff testified that he 
had in January, 1906, given $1,500 ‘o 
Schmitz, telling him the restaurant 
men had paid a second instalment of 
$3,000. 

Attorney Campbell, of the defence, 
asked Ruef if he could produce a 
contract with the French restaurants | 
to act as their attorney. Ruef pro- 
duced the documents which the de- 


fense has retired upon to prove il-| 
legal exculpitation of Ruef, and} 
hence, Schmitz. The contract was} 


in a sealed envelope. Ruef handed 
it to Campbell, who had Ruef iden- 
tify Pierre Prietz’ signature on the 
paper. Ruef said he saw Prietz sign 
the contract. Prietz signed as presi- 
dent of the French Restaurant Men’s 
Association. . Ruef identified the con- 
tract as the one he referred to when 
he told the mayor that he “Reuf had 


a contract with the French  Res- 
taurants.”’ Mr. Campbell offered 
the documents as evidence,  Ruef 


says the contract was signed in Feb- 
ruary, 1905, shortly after he received 
the $5,000. Both sides announced 
that their testimony was in.

CRIMINAL CASES CONCLUDED. 

Supreme Court Has Completed Crim- 
inal Docket—Civil Cases Now Be- 
ing Heard. 

The criminal docket of the June 
sittings of the Supreme Court for the 
Edmonton judicial district, was com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon by the 
hearing of the case of Rex ys. Sy- 
mour, accused of incest. Mr. E. B. 
Cogswell appearing for the crown, and 
Mr. Geo. O’Connor, of. Griesbach, 
O’Connor and Allison, for the accus- 
ed. The accused was allowed to go 
on suspended judgment. 

The criminal docket at the opening 
of the sittings comprised six crown 
cases, one of which, Rex. vs. Seme- 
rad, was afterwards withdrawn by 
the crown for lack of evidence 

In Rex vs. Mikota, the accused was 
dismissed on suspended sentence, Mr. 
Newell, of Beck, Emery and Newell 
being counsel for the accused. 

In Rex vs. Petite, accused of ap- 
propriating $1,300 was discharged on 
suspended sentence, H. A. Mackie ap- 
pearing for the accused. 

In Rex vs. Gordon, charged with in- 
decent assault, was acquitted, H. A. 
Mackie being his counsel. 

The case that excited the greatest 
public interest was the trial of Vic- 
tor Houde on the charge of murder- 
ing Geo, Woods. The history of the 
case shows that public opinion was 
strongly against Houde at the time 
of the alleged murder ,and not until 
the strategic move of the defence in 
placing the prisoner in the box at the 
trial on Tuesday night was there any 


intimation or clue that none but a 
premeditated and cold-blooded = mur- 
der had been committed. The se- 


prisoner's evidence, even corroborat- 
ed by crown witnesses, indicated that 
the prisoner had acted in seli-defence 
against attack at the hands of a much 
stronger man on which ground the 
prisoner was acquitted,

San Francisco, June 12—The Jap- 
anese association of San Francisco :s 
said to have demanded an indemnity 
from the United States government for 
the alleged attack upon the Horseshoe 
restaurant and other acts of violence 
which they say have been inflicted 
uron them.

MINERS $100,000 


o 
Coleman, June 10.—The car short 
age during 1906 caused a loss of $100,- 
000 to the miners at Coleman. That 
was the statement made to the coal 
commission this afternoon by H. N. 
Galer, vice-president of the Interna 
tional Coal and Coke Co., and it is 
worked out this way: 400 men are 
employed at the mine; the average 
wage is $4.85 a day, and the mine 
was closed owing to a shortage of 
cars for 55 3-4 days last year. The 
shortage was not confined to the win 
ter months, as the following figures, 
giving the number of days the mine 
was closed down each month during 
1906, will show: January, 2 12 days; 
February, 8 days; April, 2 1-2 days; 
May, 4 1-2 days; June, 6 days; July, 
4 3.4 days. August, 6 12 days; Sep- 
tember, 10 1-4 days; October, 4 12 
days; November, 4 12 days; Decem- 
ber, 5 1-2 days. Already during 1907 
the mine has been closed for 10 3-4 
days ior similar reasons. This hit 
the men hard and the company also, 
for the latter lost heavily in revenue, 
as it had a market for every ounce of 
coal it could produve, 

The miners pvt up a strong case for 
the Compensation Act by pointing out 
cases in Coleman where the union, 
by assessing each member, maintain. 
ed families who had suffered through 
accidents in the mine. In one case 
a man had lost both hands and his 
eyesight. In the other case, a fam- 
ily had lost father and only son in a 


-fatality. The company only pay fun- 
eral expenses when a miner is killed, 
The officials claim most accidents in 
the nine are caused by the negligence 
of the men. They were prepared to 
accept a relief fund, such as exists 
in Nova Scotia, where government, 
miners and operator contribute, but 
they were entirely opposed to a com- 
pensation act, especially if it was 
like that of British Columbia, where 
the company, they said, had to pay 
damages if a man was killed, wheth- 
er by his own negligence or not. 

Superintendent Fraser hadn't ‘any 
use for the miners who carried certi-- 
ficates. Usually, he said, they were 
the orest sort of spe@imens. He 
exe ed men when they applied jor 
ap ion, and if they struck him as 
all right he gave them a job. 


The miners also thought they 
should get coal from the mine as 
cheap as the C. P. RB. The railroad 
pay $1.80 a ton, and then men pay 
$2.50.

Boise, Idaho, June 12—When the 
Haywood trial was resumed here yes- 
terday at 9.36 am., Harry Orchard 
continued his testimony.

some dynamite for a bomb before the 
attempt to poison Bradley with strych- 
nine in milk which failed. Orchard 
thought it} was the Judson Powder 
company that he bought the explo- 
sives from, Asked nee of 
the clerk who waited. on him, Orch- 
ard said he was youngish looking. In 
gh the powder Orchard was re- 
qui to @ive his name. He could 
not remember what name, it was a 
fictitious one. As an excuse for buy- 
ing ten nde of dynamite, Orchard 
told the clerk he wanted to blow out 
some stumps on his ranch. 

“Don't you know there are no 
stumps within 160 mites of Ban Fran- 
cisco?” demanded Richardson. ‘‘t 
know that there are.”’ Orchard gave as 
nearly as he could a description of 
the various places where he had li 
in San Francisco,, He could not re- 
member the names of the streets or 
the numbers of the houses. Next 
Orchard told of a trip he had taken 
to Calien Springs while waiting for 
Bradley to return from Alaska. 

“Played cards while there?” 

“Yes,” 

“You were a card sharp?” 

“No, sit,” 

Orchard was living near the Presi- 
dio when he en the dynamite for 
the Bradley bomb. 

Richardgon, in  cross-examination, 
brought out that Orchard contemplat- 
the blowing up of a boarding house 
filled with non-union men at Glove- 
ville, near, Denver, in 1906. Orchard 
testificd that, Max Malich, a store- 
keeper at Globeville, asked him to 
blow up the “scabs,” 

He did not remember whether he 
took a box of giant caps to San 
Francisco ‘or bought them at the 
Judson Co. Orchard kept the dyna- 
mite in his room and took it with 
him when he moved to No, _ 1326 
Washington street, within half a 
‘block oi the. Bradley home. 

With the failure of the milk plot, 
he went ahead and manufactured the 
bomb. Orchard said he bought the 
pipe in Taylor street, somewhere in 
the 200 block. 

Richardson wanted to know if De- 
tective McParland had attempted 
to trace the San Francisco locations 
for the witness. ‘He investigated 
the powder or dynamite purchased, 
he brought me a list of the sale of 
the Judson Powder Co., and I pick- 
ed out “A Debs” as the one I thought 
I remembered.” ‘Don’t you know 
there was but one ten pound sale of 
dynamite “hut year?” ‘“‘Mr. McPar- 
land showed me several.” “But_all 
the otherg were in the .name. 6! 2a” 
well-known customer of the — fitm.” 
“There were several names.” Or- 
chard said he had heard from Mc- 
Parland about the suit of the own- 
er of the apartments against the 
San Francisco Gas Company, for the 
explosion of the Bradley bomb. Or- 
chard said when he placed the bomb 
at the front deor of the Bradley 
house, persons were passing on their 
way to work. The lead bomb was 
inside a wooden box. Orchard took 
a car and was out of earshot before 
the explosion. 

“From the examination of the 
place after the explosion, don’t you 
know that the walls were ‘blown out 
instead of in?” asked Mr. Richard- 
son. “They were shattered.” Or- 
chard said that as Bradley opened 
the door he would be sideways of 
the bomb and the explosion would 
be more likely to blow him out 
than in. 

The witness drew a diagram show- 
ing just where he had placed the 
bomb and where Bradley would be 
with the opening of the door. He 
also explained the diagram to the 
jury. 

Orchard said he went to the cor- 
ner grocery a few days after the ex- 
plosion to learn, Bradley’s condition. 
The grocer said the explosion was 
generally attributed to gas, but he 
thought it was a bom.

Then the play went back to Denver 
for the winter of 1904-05 and the 
spring that followed, and there was 
an extended effort to show that Or- 
chard had practically ne communica- 
tion with the leaders of the Federa- 
tion, that he received no pay for the 
Bradley crime or anything else, and 
that with Steve Adams, in a period 
of extreme poverty extending over a 
period for several months he was re- 
duced to the necessity of stealing a 
sheep, but stoutly denied that it was 
because, of want. He insisted that 
all through that supposedly hard 
winter and spring he continued to 
draw money from Pettibone and ex- 

lained that if he did not see 
federation leaders it was because he 
was “lying low” to avoid capture.

IN WINNIPEG 


Impressed With British Colum. 
bia as a Field for im- 
migration, 


Winnipeg, June 11.—This morning 
in company with commander Eva 
Booth, commissioner Nichola, Col. 
Higgins, Brigadiers Cotanyou, How- 
ell and Major Page, General Booth 
passed through Winnipeg.on his way 
to London, after his tour in Japan, 
where for some time past he has 
been carrying on a great work. — Al- 
though he is not looking so well as 
when he left England, the general 
stated to a reporter that his health 
was wonderfal, He said he had 
slept badly for the paat eight or 
nine days, and had been awake all 
last night but this he thought was 
accounted for by the chanyes of 
climate and occupation, ‘Yes, 1 am 
wotderfully well,” he continued, 
“although the tour and the incidents 
of. the hour have been a terrible 
strain, IT have been guided and sus- 
tained and the campaign has gone 
on without a hitch. I am_ quite sat- 
isfied with my tour, and I hope it 
will help to cement the — friendly 
feelings between Japan and our 
country.” “What are your impres- 
sions of Canada on this tour?’ “I 
havé not changed my view since I 
have been there last, but I have 
teen greatly impressed by the pros- 
pects of British Columbia. It seems 
to me that there is a vast field there 
for thousands of people. That is 
people of the right kind, especially 
if tightly managed, and ossizted in 
a-Yational way.” “Have you atill 
the same views on immigration?” 
“Practically,”” was the reply. “But 
you want the right people, and they 
ought to be managed in a right way. 
li they want to get the right peo- 
ple. they will have to go about it in 
a different way. They must be will- 
ing to manage the thing in a sys: 
tematic way, and invest money in 
the work, the same as they would 
in any» business. The personal in. 
terests, party feelings and a desire 
to glitter under the glare of the pop- 
ularity of the moment, too often af- 
fects the actions of governments, 
but IT don’t know if that be the case 
in Canada.

Students. 

Chicago, HA, June 11.—Ambaarsag or 
James Bryce, delivered the conver’ 
tion oration at the graduation e¢itt- 
cises at the University of Chjcage to- 
day on “What University Instruction 
May Do to Provide Intellectual 
Pleasures for Later Life.”’ Later he 
received the honorary degree of ‘Doe- 
tor of Laws.” 

In his address the British Ambas- 
sador commented upon the fact that 
production and transportation have 
been transiormed by science and he 
asserted that the effect of science al- 
so is strongly felt in education. 

Sixty years ago, he said, science 
was not given a prominent part in 
the curriculum of schools and univer- 
sities. 

“All education has two sides,” Mr. 
Bryce said. “It is meant to impart 
the knowedge, the skill, the habits 
of diligence and concent sition which 
are iveded to insure practical sue- 
cass, It is also meant to form the 
character, to implant taste, to cul- 
tivate the imagination. Every one 
of us ought to have a second or in- 
ner life, over and above that life 
which he leads among others for the 
purpose of his vocation. We ought 
to have some pursuit or taste to 
which he can turn from the daily 
routine, Whatever the taste or pur- 
suit may be, whether of a higher 
or vommon type it is good for him, 
but, of course, the more wholesome 
and elevating the taste or pursuit is, 
so much the better for him.  No- 
where in the world does there seem 
to be so large a proportion of the 
people that receive a university edu- 
jcation as here in America. The ei- 
|fects of this will doubtless be felt 
in the next generation. Let us hope 
that they will be felt not only in 
the complete equipment of your citi- 
zens for public life and in their 
warmer zeal for civic progress, but 
also in a true perception of the es- 
|sential elements of happiness, a 
j larger capacity Jor ‘enjoying those 
;timple pleasures which the cultiva- 
tion of taste and the imgaination 
opens to us all.”
